BRINGING  A  TOUCH  OF  SOUTHERN 
HOSPITALITY  TO  WESTERN  NEW 
ENGLAND  COLLEGE

First,  when  you  look  at  the  people  taking  the  LSAT,  you'll  find 
that  the  majority  of  thenn  score  within  our  medians — our  25th 
and  75th— which  makes  us  much  more  competitive  and  a  lot 
more  attractive  to  more  students.  Many  students  view  LSAT 
scores  as  a  reflection  of  the  quality  of  a  school.  Our  numbers, 
small  class  sizes,  and  scholarship  program  make  us  an  attrac- 
tive choice  among  law  schools  regionally  and  nationally. 

Secondly,  the  fact  that  we  are  close  to  metropolitan  areas 
but  are  in  a  somewhat  smaller  city  makes  us  attractive  to  peo- 
ple who  don't  want  the  congestion  and  the  high  cost  of  living 
associated  with  major  metropolitan  areas. 


How  has  scholarship  aid 
contributed  to  enrollment 
growth? 

Our  generous  scholarship  pro- 
gram is  one  of  the  strongest  in 
the  country.  It  enables  us  to 
draw  from  a  bigger  pool  of  appli- 
cants and  be  more  selective.  It  is 
very  important  for  alumni  to  sup- 
port the  School  financially 
because  the  scholarship  program 
is  a  resource  that  makes  us  more 
competitive,  particularly  against 
regional  competitors. 


When  prospective  students  call  the  Admissions  Office  at  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law,  they  may  not  expect  to  hear  a  warm 
southern  accent  on  the  other  line.  But  the  charm  and  service  orienta- 
tion exuded  by  Assistant  Dean  and  Director  of  Admissions  Michael 
Johnson  make  this  North  Carolinian  the  perfect  ambassador  for  a 
Massachusetts  school  renowned  for  its  collegiality. 

Michael  has  been  an  integral  part  of  the  growing  success  of 
recruitment  efforts  since  joining  the  Admissions  staff  as  the  assistant 
director  in  2003.  When  former  Assistant  Dean  Sherri  Berendt  resigned 
to  return  to  her  native  Chicago  this  spring,  Dean  Art  Gaudio  and  his 
staff  were  convinced  Michael  was  the  best  candidate  to  continue  to 
drive  this  upward  trend  in  enrollment. 

Michael  has  been  interested  in  law  since  he  became  involved  in 
student  government  at  his  high  school  in  rural  Granite  Falls,  NC, 
where  he  was  among  just  over  a  dozen  African  Americans  in  a  student 
body  of  1,100.  His  selection  as  student  body  president  speaks  vol- 
umes for  his  early  leadership  abilities  and  inspiring  "can  do"  attitude.         -  - 

His  journey  to  head  the  Western  New  England  College  School  of 
Law  Admissions  Office  was  an  unusual  one.  While  accompanying  a 

friend  to  a  U.S.  Airways  "cattle  call"  of  over  400  job  candidates,  Michael  made  such  an  impression  that  he 
was  one  of  the  25  people  offered  a  job.  He  spent  13  years  working  for  the  airline,  traveling  the  continent 
and  the  globe,  and  taking  a  special  interest  in  the  activities  of  the  Association  of  Flight  Attendants  Union. 
"I  didn't  hold  any  office,  but  I  was  very  involved  with  the  union  base,  and  I  did  a  lot  of  volunteer  work 
during  campaigns  and  strike  negotiations.  It  inspired  me  to  finish  my  undergraduate  degree,  which  I  had 
put  on  hold.  I  did  very  well  and  decided  that  law  school  was  within  reach." 

Amazingly.  Michael  completed  dual  majors  in  Criminal  Justice  and  History  from  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Charlotte  and  earned  a  J.D.  from  West  Virginia  University  College  of  Law  while  continu- 
ing to  work  as  a  flight  attendant  on  weekends!  During  law  school,  Michael's  interpersonal  skills  landed 
him  a  part-time  position  as  a  Graduate  Assistant  for  Minority  Recruitment.  While  he  had  originally 
intended  to  apply  his  legal  education  to  human  resources  or  labor  law,  Michael  felt  a  natural  fit  in  law 
admissions.  His  interest  in  law  admissions  has  led  to  his  recent  two-year  appointment  to  serve  on  the 
Law  School  Admissions  Council's  Finance  and  Legal  Affairs  Committee.  Today,  this  southern  transplant 
feels  right  at  home  recruiting  law  students  to  the  heart  of  New  England. 


Q  How  will  your  office  continue  to  build  on  this  trend? 

A  Our  travel  program  puts  us  face-to-face  with  prospective 
**  students  at  forums  across  the  country  and  gives  us  more 
national  exposure.  They  now  recognize  that  we  have  a  qual- 
ity program  and  accomplished  faculty  that  will  lead  them 
towards  a  successful  career  As  the  applicant  pool  becomes 
more  Internet  savvy,  I  am  working  to  make  our  communica- 
tions more  web-based  to  stay  ahead  of  the  curve.  I  would 
also  like  to  strengthen  recruitment  efforts  toward  minority  or 

diversity  students  with  the

prospective  students  to  see 
that  the  School  is  commit- 
ted to  diversity. 


What  other  roles  can 
alumni  play  in  attracting 
qualified  students? 


We  get  so  many  calls  from 
prospective  students  who 
want  to  speak  with  alumni 
practicing  in  a  particular  field 
or  geographic  area.  Just 
making  themselves  available 
to  the  Admissions  staff  with 
updated  phone  numbers  and 
addresses  is  a  great  help.  We  fre- 
quently have  prospective  students 
in  large  cities  such  as  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  or  Albany,  where  we  have 
a  strong  alumni  base,  eager  to  talk  to 
an  alum  from  that  city.  We're  always 
looking  for  alumni  to  host  sessions 
for  admitted  students  or  speak  on 
panels  or  at  open  houses.  Introducing 
prospects  to  a  successful  alum 
provides  a  great  glimpse  into  their 
own  future. 
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Focus  on  Intolleotual  Property  Law 

From  peer-to-peer  distribution  of  music  and  film  on  the  Inter- 
net to  the  vanguard  of  biotechnology,  intellectual  property  [IP] 
aw  often  stands  on  the  leading  edge  of  legal  precedent.  The 
rapid  pace  of  technology  creates  opportunities  to  test  new 
boundaries  and  define  parameters  not  imagined  just  a 
decade  ago.

The  specialty  is  exploding  in  opportu- 
nity and  complexity  fueled  by  emerg- 
ing technologies  on  all  fronts. 
Whether  it  is  negotiating  patent  application 
issues  in  Asia  or  challenging  licensing  and 
trademark  infringements  in  cyberspace,  pro- 
tecting the  "Big  Idea"  is  fast  becoming  one  of 
the  biggest  practice  areas  of  the  21^^  century. 

Western  New  England  College  School  of 
Law  has  been  the  proving  ground  for  scores 
of  IP  attorneys.  Recognizing  that  all  current 


students  will  need  some  familiarity  with  the 
specialty,  Assistant  Professor  of  Law  William 
Childs  says,  "In  all  sorts  of  areas  of  industry, 
IP  strategy  is  playing  a  more  central  part. 
Some  companies  are  even  creating  separate 
subsidiaries  to  enforce  patent  protections 
right  from  the  start.  That  is  why  the  Law 
School  has  expanded  class  coverage  for 
students  for  whom  this  may  not  be  their 
primary  focus."

According  to  Cheryl  Lisi 
Chadwick,  Vice  President, 
Assistant  General  Coun- 
sel and  Assistant  Secretary  for 
BIC,  the  company's  iconic  logo 
elicits,  "Seventy-five  percent 
unaided  brand  awareness  in  the 
pen  category  and  90  percent 
aided  brand  awareness,  which  is 
the  highest  in  its  category.  What 
consumers  say  they  remember 
most  is  the  'BIC  Boy'  and  orange 
color." 

Protecting  patents  has  been 
integral  to  the  company's  com- 
petitive advantage  in  so  many 
consumer  goods  categories.  For 
nearly  15  years,  Cheryl  Lisi  Chad- 
wick has  been  a  part  of  the  cor- 
porate IP  strategy  for  success. 

Attorney  Chadwick  first 
became  involved  in  IP  law  while 
working  in  private  practice  in 
Washington,  DC,  representing 
small,  emerging  businesses.  In 
1991,  she  was  hired  as  an  in- 
house  counsel  at  BIC's  North 
America  headquarters.  Chadwick 
says,  "One  of  the  first  things  I  was 
assigned  to  do  was  to  get  my 
arms  around  the  trademark  port- 
folio." 

She  began  a  careful  assessment 
of  the  company's  many  brands. 
"We  needed  to  determine  what 
we  owned.  We  had  to  build  an 
internal  system  and  a  database. 
Today,  we  still  rely  on  outside 
counsel,  but  we  have  a  small  in- 
house  department  with  five  attor- 
neys. We're  all  generalists,  but  we 
each  have  certain  practice  areas; 
one  of  mine  is  IP. 

"We  cover  a  lot  of  ground. 
You  may  not  think  that  pens  are  a 
highly  regulated  product,  but  ink 
is  a  chemical  so  there  are  a  lot  of 
regulations,"  states  Chadwick. 

"There's  a  lot  of  education 
involved  in  protecting  our  brands 
to  make  sure  the  names  are  used 


properly.  A  few  years  ago,  we  had 
to  litigate  when  a  small  company 
began  to  use  a  similar  name  to 
our  Wite-Out®  brand.  It  led  to  a 
bench  trial  in  Federal  Court  in 
New  York  with  the  defendant 
claiming  Wite-Out  had  become 
generic.  We  were  able  to  prevail 
against  the  claim  because  we  had 
put  a  great  deal  of  effort  toward 
protecting  the  brand." 

With  its  origins  and  parent 
company  in  Clichy,  France,  BIC 
has  sent  Chadwick  around  the 
world  overseeing  IP  issues.  Much 
of  her  international  attention  is 
focused  on  working  with  R&D 
teams  regarding  patents  and  new 
product  launches. 

Among  the  biggest  IP  chal- 
lenges for  the  company  remain 
"knock-off"  products.  "Our 
brand  is  so  strong  and  our  prod- 
uct image  has  become  so  popular, 
when  we  can,  we  pursue  trade- 
mark or  patent  protection  for 
product  shape.  It  is  a  critical 
strategy  to  address  counterfeit 
products.  This  is  particularly 
important  in  the  shaver  category 
where  the  competition  is  fierce." 

While  many  IP  attorneys  have 
backgrounds  in  science  or  engi- 
neering. Attorney  Chadwick  cred- 
its  her  generalist  background 
with  giving  her  a  well-rounded 
background.  "Being  an  in-house 
practitioner,  you  need  to  be  able 
to  make  complex  legal  issues 
understandable  to  business  peo- 
ple. I  model  that  from  many  of 
my  law  professors." 

Chadwick  enjoys  her  role  in 
strategic  IP  planning,  stating,  "We 
have  several  product  categories 
that  are  heavily  involved  in 
emerging  technologies  that  may 
be  five  years  out  or  more.  It's  very 
exciting  to  be  a  part  of  propelling 
the  company  into  the  future."

Attorney  Philmore  H.  Colburn  II, 

a  partner  in  Cantor  Colburn  LLP  headquartered 
in  Bloomfield,  CT,  has  joined  our  adjunct 
faculty  this  fall  to  teach  patent  law 
to  third-year  students. 


He  is  among  a  growing  number 
of  IP  instructors  at  the  School 
of  Law.  States  Professor  of 
Law  Amy  Cohen,  "There  has  been  a 
tremendous  expansion  of  interest  in  IP 
in  the  last  20  years.  The  Law  School  has 
responded  by  increasing  both  our 
course  offerings  and  the  number  of  fac- 
ulty members  teaching  in  this  area.  We 
now  have  four  full-time  faculty  mem- 
bers who  teach  at  least  one  IP-related 


course.  We  are  also  fortunate  to  have  a 
number  of  excellent  adjunct  professors 
with  significant  expertise  as  practition- 
ers in  the  IP  field." 

Attorney  Colburn  has  much  to 
bring  to  the  classroom  from  nearly  15 
years  as  an  IP  attorney  and  an  ideal 
background  for  IP  practice  that 
includes  a  B.S.  in  Electrical  Engineer- 
ing, an  M.B.A.,  and  a  J.D. 

A  former  Design  Engineer  for  the 
Hamilton  Standard  Division  of  United 
Technologies  Corporation,  Attorney 
Colburn  has  become  a  preeminent  IP 
attorney,  serving  Fortune  500  clients  in 
the  telecom,  automotive,  petroleum, 
optical  imaging,  and  many  other  indus- 
tries. His  firm,  Cantor  Colburn  LLP, 
specializes  in  patent,  trademark,  copy- 
right, unfair  competition,  computer, 
trade  secret  law,  and  related  licensing 
and  litigation. 

For  Colburn,  a  technical  back- 
ground is  a  real  advantage  in  IP 
practice.  He  says,  "Almost  all  of 
our  attorneys  have  technical  back- 
grounds— you  need  that  to  sit  for  the 
Patent  bar." 

The  firm  currently  retains  57  attor- 
neys and  agents  at  offices  in  Bloom- 
field, CT;  Troy,  MI;  and  Adanta,  GA. 

"Most  of  our  litigation  group  is  com- 
prised of  Western  New  England  College 
alums.  One  of  the  ways  we  chose  to  grow 
was  by  expanding  that  area.  Initially,  my 
partner  and  I  did  most  of  the  litigation, 
but  it  was  difficult  to  look  for  new  busi- 
ness when  you're  constantly  traveling  for 
Litigation." 


As  a  managing  partner,  (Colburn 
focuses  his  energies  on  "opinion  work, 
transaction  work,  and  advising  clients, 
mostly  our  large  corporate  clients  like 
GE  and  IBM.  I  get  a  fairly  high  level  of 
exposure  with  the  management  of  our 
clients.  I  feel  that  I  can  make  an  imme- 
diate impact  on  business  issues  con- 
fronting these  companies,  and  I  am 
involved  in  shaping  what  they  may  or 
may  not  do  in  the  future." 

Looking  at  trends  and  opportunities 
impacting  his  firm,  Colburn  observes, 
"There  has  certainly  been  a  build  up  in 
the  biotech  and  pharmaceutical  groups. 
Also,  we've  been  growing  our  foreign 
practice,  primarily  work  originating 
from  Asia.  Currently,  we  have  two 
Korean  patent  attorneys  in  the  firm  and 
a  Japanese  patent  attorney  will  soon  be 
coming  on  board." 

Attorney  Colburn  makes  these  rec- 
ommendations to  current  students 
interested  in  IP  law,  "Work  ethic  is 
extremely  important.  Many  students 
don't  realize  what  it  takes  to  bill  1,800 
hours.  Moreover,  you  need  to  be 
patient;  it  takes  three  to  five  years  for  a 
patent  attorney  to  be  trained.  At  that 
time  you  become  a  lot  more  valuable."

"  Technology  is  so  important  today. 

The  challenge  is  in  balancing  how  you  maximize 
its  protection  vs.  how  you  exploit  it  fully," 
observes  Kathleen  M.  Porter,  a  Partner  at 
Robinson  &  Cole  LLP  of  Boston,  MA. 


As  cochair  of  both  her  firm's  Intellec- 
tual Property  and  Technology 
Group,  and  E-Commerce  Group, 
Attorney  Porter  steers  the  IP  issues  of 
clients  involved  in  manufacturing  and  dis- 
tribution in  many  fields,  such  as  specialty 
chemicals,  home  heating  oil,  and  marine 
electronics  and  software. 

Porter  spent  the  first  five  years  at  Robin- 
son &  Cole  practicing  in  bankruptcy  and 
documenting  loan  workouts.  In  1995  the 
economy  turned  around,  and  she  began 
looking  for  a  new  challenge  in  IP  law.  She 
and  her  husband,  Jim  McGlynn  '90,  who 
worked  as  a  housing  lawyer  at  Connecticut 
Legal  Services,  decided  to  relocate  to  Boston. 
Kathy  and  Jim,  who  is  now  Committee 
Counsel  to  the  Housing  Committee  in  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives, 
along  with  their  daughter,  Molly,  have 
enjoyed  their  Boston  experience. 

"Today  I  do  a  lot  of  work  with  technol- 
ogy-based companies,  particularly  in  the 
partnering  and  joint  venture  area.  It's  excit- 
ing to  bring  business  partners  together,  to 
see  what  ideas,  products,  and  services  are  in 
development,  to  see  more  of  the  R&D 
stage."  She  says  shaping  the  deal  is  always 
interesting,  "I  may  talk  with  the  company 
about  licensing  technology  by  structuring  a 
licensing  agreement  or  by  setting  up  a  sepa- 


rate company,  depending  on  whether  we 
have  a  short-term  or  long-term  goal." 

In  addition  to  the  transactional  work, 
Porter  regularly  counsels  clients  by  phone 
or  in  person  on  day-to-day  business  issues 
ranging  from  responding  to  inquiries  from 
state  or  federal  regulators,  to  reviewing 
website  content,  to  drafting  an  agreement. 

"We  work  with  a  significant  number  of 
UK,  European,  and  Canadian  clients.  As 
such,  it's  important  to  have  an  understand- 
ing of  how  a  company  operates  in  another 
country  so  you  can  explain  to  them  the  dif- 
ferences in  U.S.  law.  For  example,  privacy 
law  is  very  different  in  the  U.S.  In  many 
other  countries,  laws  generally  govern  the 
collection,  use,  and  disclosure  of  a  person's 
personal  information.  The  U.S.,  however,  has 
no  general  scheme  governing  the  use  of 
personal  information.  The  rules  here  are 
more  of  a  patchwork  of  federal  and  state  law 
as  well  as  self-regulation  and  depend  heavily 
of  the  type  of  personal  information." 

Attorney  Porter  is  an  active  member  of 
the  ABA  Business  Section's  Cyberspace  Law 
Committee,  and  as  such  has  had  the  oppor- 
tunity to  coauthor  articles  and  participate 
in  panel  discussions  on  E-commerce  and 
Internet  law  issues.  She  advises,  "I  encour- 
age anyone  in  large  or  small  firms  to 
become  involved  with  the  ABA — it's  a  great 


way  to  keep  you  wired  into  what  is  happen- 
ing in  your  specialty." 

Attorney  Porter  attributes  her  strong 
analytical  skill  to  the  legal  education  she 
received  at  Western  New  England  College 
School  of  Law.  She  says,  "I  have  such  high 
regard  for  so  many  people  at  the  School  of 
Law.  It  was  a  wonderful  experience.  I  really 
enjoyed  a  course  with  Professor  Leora 
Harpaz.  She  really  encouraged  us  to  analyze 
the  issues  carefully." 

Today,  Porter  works  closely  with  another 
favorite  mentor,  Professor  and  Associate 
Dean  for  External  Affairs  Sam  Stonefield,  as 
a  member  of  the  Law  Alumni  Board  of 
Directors.

According  to  the 
company,  some  of  its  best-known  prod- 
ucts are  "Lexapro®,  the  fastest  growing 
SSRI  antidepressant  in  the  United 
States;  Benicar®,  an  important  treat- 
ment option  for  hypertension;  and 
Namenda®,  the  first  approved  therapy 
in  the  United  States  for  patients  with 
moderate  to  severe  Alzheimer's  disease." 

For  the  past  three  years,  the  com- 
pany has  been  named  to  the  Forbes 
Platinum  list  of  the  400  Best  Companies 
in  America,  and  in  2004  it  was  recog- 
nized as  the  best  managed  company  in 
the  Drug  and  Biotechnology  industry. 

With  locations  in  the  U.S.,  Ireland, 
and  the  U.K.,  Forest  Laboratories  part- 
ners with  a  wide  range  of  clients  from 
small  biotech  firms  to  multinational 
pharmaceutical  companies,  bringing 
to  bear  its  extensive  production  and 
marketing  capabilities  and  its  regulatory 
expertise. 

Dr.  Ryan  is  a  great  source  of  that 
expertise.  Prior  to  joining  Forest  Labo- 


ratories, he  served  as  Vice  President, 
Technology  Management  and  General 
Counsel  for  The  Collaborative  Law 
Group,  Ltd.,  a  biotechnology  company 
for  which  he  negotiated  several  major 
transactions  including  selling  a  large 
wholly  owned  subsidiary  company  to 
Dow  Pharmaceutical.

In  my 
capacity  as  chief  IP  counsel,  I  work  with 
many  groups,  including  marketing, 
R&D,  and  senior  management,  to 
develop  strategic  decisions  that  relate  to 
IP,  licensing,  and  business  development." 

He  asserts,  "I  thoroughly  enjoy  work- 
ing in  the  pharmaceutical  industry 
despite  the  negative  press  we  may 
receive.  It  is  very  rewarding  to  bring 
therapies  that  help  people  to  market.  We 
receive  thousands  of  letters  from  patients 
who  tell  us  how  their  lives  have  been 
improved  by  the  drugs  we  develop."  ♦

SPRINGFIELD, MA,  AND  THE  SURROUNDING  PIONEER  VALLEY  HAVE 
A  DEEP  AND  RICH  HISTORY  OF  PIONEERING  INNOVATIONS  IN 

INDUSTRY  AND  TECHNOLOGY.  In  1794,  America's  first  armory  in 
Springfield  developed  processes  and  tools  that  spawned  our  industrial  revo- 
lution. The  countr\''s  first  commercial  canal  was  built  in  South  Hadley,  and 
during  the  19th  century  the  hrst  automobile,  Pullman  rail  car,  motorcycle, 
and  motorized  hre  apparatus  were  all  de\  eloped  in  the  Pioneer  Valley 

Toda\-,  there  is  a  real  challenge  to  being  a  "pioneer"  in  the  Pioneer  Val- 
ley. Energy,  healthcare,  taxes,  unemployment  insurance,  labor — all  make 
the  Commonwealth  a  high  cost  state.  "Elected  officials  in  our  state  need  to 
do  more  to  reduce  business  taxes  and  to  foster  retention  and  growth  of 
business  in  Massachusetts,"  contends  Russell  Denver,  Esq.  '92  President  of 
the  Affiliated  Chambers  of  Commerce  of  Greater  Springfield,  Inc.

Denver  has  served  as  President  of  the 
ACCGS  since  1997.  in  this  roie  he  directs 
one  of  the  iargest  Chambers  of  Commerce  in 
il/lassachusetts.  He  joined  the  Spring  fieid 
Chamber  of  Commerce  in  1988  as  Vice 
President  for  Small  Business.  Among  his 
many  achievements  in  that  roie,  he  is 
credited  with  bringing  the  idea  of  a  busi- 
ness-to-business trade  show  to  Springfield 
and  was  instrumental  in  establishing  the 
Fabulous  Fifty  program,  which  recognizes 
top  area  businesses.  He  continues  to  hold 
the  title  of  Executive  Director  of  the  Spring- 
field Chamber  of  Commerce 

"The  Chamber  spends  a  great  deal  of 
time  lobbying  local,  state,  and  federal 
elected  officials  as  well  as  representatives 
from  various  state  and  federal  agencies  to 
enact  legislation  and  regulations  which  are 
friendly  to  business. 

"I  am  most  proud  of  the  work  that  I  do 
daily  in  assisting  small  businesses  in  the 
Greater  Springfield  area.  I  have  also  helped 
to  establish  the  Chamber's  Technical  Assis- 
tance Program,  which  has  won  a  state 
award  for  its  creativity  and,  more  impor- 
tantly, for  its  effectiveness  in  helping  to  cre- 
ate new  businesses  and  therefore  additional 
employment  opportunities. 

He  says,  "I  utilize  my  law  degree  every 
day,  negotiating  contracts  for  benefit  pro- 
grams for  the  members  of  the  Chambers  of 
Commerce,  reading  proposed  legislation  and 
regulations,  and  being  able  to  appear  and 
testify  before  government  and  regulatory 
agencies  lobbying  on  behalf  of  business 
interests. 

"1  would  like  to  see  Massachusetts 
become  competitive  with  other  states  with 
respect  to  the  cost  of  doing  business  in 
those  areas  that  the  Chamber  interacts  with, 
most  notably,  legislatively  controlled  costs.  I 
would  like  to  see  the  return  to  the  days 
where  essentially  there  was  zero  unemploy- 
ment in  that  everyone  that  wanted  a  job 
could  get  a  job."

Massachusetts,  says  changes  in  manufacturing 
have  hurt  the  City  as  well.  "Precision  manufac- 
turing has  long  been  a  part  of  this  area,  starting 
with  the  Springfield  Armory.  But,  as  manufac- 
turing has  changed,  declined,  and  moved  off- 
shore, it  has  created  the  biggest  change  to  affect 
the  City  of  Springfield  and  its  manufacturing 
base,"  says  Blair. 

"The  lack  of  developable  property  has  hin- 
dered the  City's  ability  to  develop  industrial 
parks,"  says  Denver.  "However,  at  the  close  of 
2005  the  City  will  open  the  Smith  &  Wesson 
Industrial  Park  which  will  have  approximately 
70  plus  acres  of  land  available  with  interested 
businesses  lined  up  to  take  space.  This  will  be 
the  first  major  industrial  park  in  the  City  in  sev- 
eral decades." 

And  the  good  economic  news  continues. 
In  2005,  Springfield,  Massachusetts  was  ranked 
third  of  394  regions  for  entrepreneurship. 
Glenwood  Springs,  CO;  Provo,  UT;  and  Spring- 
field, MA;  respectively,  topped  all  regions  in  the 
index's  three  entrepreneurship  categories. 
Regions  scoring  high  were  the  most  active  in 
creating  new  firms,  supporting  the  growth  of 
those  firms,  and  building  a  strong  base  of  sup- 
port for  entrepreneurs. 

Denver  says  many  types  of  new  businesses 
are  being  introduced  into  the  area,  including 
healthcare  and  university-related  businesses.  He 
credits  immigrants  for  starting  up  new  small 
enterprise  businesses  including  restaurants  and 
clothing  stores.  "The  biggest  opportunity  is  to 
work  with  the  growing  minority  community  to 
have  those  populations  become  the  region's 
newest  entrepreneurs.  The  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce run  a  program  called  the  Technical  Assis- 
tance Program  (TAP),  which  provides  grants  to 
startup  and  newly  formed  small  businesses. 


Approximately  80  percent  oi  the  businesses 
assisted  are  owned  by  women  and  people  of 
color.  Helping  an  underserved  population  will 
create  additional  opportunities  for  minorities  to 
create  wealth  in  their  own  community  and  fur- 
ther fund  economic  opportunities  for  other 
minorities,"  says  Denver. 

"Unlike  eastern  Massachusetts,  we  don't  tend 
to  peak  or  bottom  out, "explains  Blair.  "Our 
advantage  is  our  quality  of  workforce,  the 
strength  of  our  geographic  location,  the  quality 
of  our  airport  (Bradley  International  Airport), 
and  the  quality  and  quantity  of  our  institutions 
of  higher  education  which  represent  our  future 
workforce."

Opened  this  fall 
at  the  Scibelli  Enterprise  Center,  home  to  the 
Small  Business  Incubator,  its  mission  is  to  pro- 
vide technical,  legal,  and  business  assistance  for 
entrepreneurs  and  to  hold  informational  events 
focused  on  entrepreneurship  and  economic 
development. 

"It's  a  great  role  for  the  College  to  play. 
Nowhere  else  can  you  get  that  blend  of  legal  and 
business  expertise  in  one  concentrated  setting," 
says  Blair.  "This  Center  is  a  practical  way  for  the 
law  students  to  understand  that  there  is  more  to 
the  law  than  litigation.  This  program  allows  stu- 
dents to  get  hands-on  experience  in  this  area  and 
also  assist  the  many  startup  small  businesses  in 
the  City  of  Springfield  that  can  use  the  help  of 
the  law  and  business  students  and  their  profes- 
sors,"  says  Denver.  ♦

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Explorer,  swashbuckler,  and  favorite  at  Queen  Elizabeth  I's 
court,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  fell  out  of  favor  during  the 
reign  of  King  James  I,  Elizabeth's  successor.  In  1603,  he 
was  accused  and  convicted  of  treason  and  sentenced  to  death. 
The  key  evidence  against  him  was  the  hearsay  statement  given 
by  one  Lord  Cobham  while  a  prisoner  in  the  Tower  of  Lon- 
don. At  his  trial,  Raleigh  beseeched  the  Privy  Court  to  let  him 
confront  Lord  Cobham  face-to-face,  but  the  judges  refused. 
The  outrage  over  the  unfairness  of  Raleigh's  trial  helped  to 
reform  English  evidence  law  and  led  directly  to  the  Con- 
frontation Clause  in  the  constitutions  of  the  American 
colonies  (including  article  12  of  the  Massachusetts  Declara- 
tion of  Rights,  adopted  in  1 780)  and  in  the  Sixth  Amendment 
of  the  U.S.  Constitution. 

The  precise  meaning  of  the  Confrontation  Clause  is  currently 
in  dispute.  In  Crawford  v.  Washington,  541  U.S.  36  (2004), 
the  Supreme  Court  replaced  its  20-year  old  Con- 
frontation Clause  doctrine  focusing  on  "reliability" 
with  a  new  test  that  turns  on  whether  the  out-of- 
court  statement  is  "testimonial."  If  a  statement  is 
"testimonial,"  the  Court  ruled  that  the  statement 

«f  cannot  be  admitted  unless  the  defendant  is  afforded  the 
pportunity  to  cross-examine  the  declarant  at  trial  or,  if  the 
aeclarant  is  unavailable,  at  a  prior  trial  or  hearing.  The  Court 
did  not  define  the  operative  term  "testimonial."  However,  after 
state  and  lower  federal  courts  have  struggled  to  apply  Crawford 
over  the  past  20  months,  the  Supreme  Court  has  recently 
agreed  to  review  several  cases.  It  is  therefore  fitting  to  ask 
"Would  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  have  the  right  to  cross-examine 
prosecution  witnesses  in  two  recurrent  types  of  cases,  domestic 
violence  and  drug  possession?"

In  domestic  violence  cases,  the  difficult  issue  is, 
when  the  victim  refuses  to  testify  at  trial,  whether 
her  excited  utterances  made  to  friends  and  neigh- 
bors and  to  responding  police  officers  immediately 
after  the  assault  are  "testimonial."  The  paradigm  of 
"testimonial"  evidence  is  a  custodial  interrogation 
(such  as  the  statement  made  by  Lord  Cobham  in  the 
Tower  of  London).  The  victim's  statements  arc  not 
made  in  a  custodial  setting  and  are  not  formal  inter- 
rogations. Accordingly,  most  post- Craw/ort/ courts 
have  ruled  that  the  defendant  does  not  have  a  con- 
stitutional right  to  confront  the  maker  of  the  out-of- 
court  statements,  the  victim,  and  that  prosecutors 
can  use  the  testimony  of  the  neighbor  and  the 
responding  officer's  testimony.  However,  some 
courts — in  Massachusetts  and  elsewhere —  have 
gone  the  other  way  and  treated  most  statements  to 
police  officers  as  presumptively  testimonial.  These 
courts  have  relied  on  Crawford's  suggestion  that  a 
statement  might  be  regarded  as  testimonial  if  a  rea- 
sonable speaker  would  believe  that  the  statement 
would  be  used  for  prosecuting  a  crime. 


More  importantly,  even  if  originalism  is  the 
proper  approach,  available  records  do  not  support 
the  historical  claim  that  courts  in  colonial  times 
admitted  testimonial  lab  reports  in  criminal  cases. 
Laying  declarations  were  so  admitted  and  therefore 
were  excepted  from  the  Confrontation  Clause,  an 
exception  the  Crawford  court  called  sui  generis. 
Prosecutors  have  argued  that  crime  lab  reports  are 
similarly  protected  by  history  and  have  cited  sev- 
eral Prohibition-era  cases  that  relied  on  the  venera- 
ble Wigmore  treatise  and  made  precisely  this 
ruling.  However,  these  judicial  and  scholarly 
authorities  pre-date  the  Crawford  decision  and  are 
based  on  the  reliability  rationale  rejected  by  Craw- 
ford (Wigmore 's  1904  treatise  supported  an  evolv- 
ing, elastic  view  of  the  Confrontation  Clause, 
stating  that  right  of  confrontation).  Sanctioned  by 
the  Constitution  is  the  Hearsay  Rule  as  to  cross- 
examination,  with  all  the  exceptions  that  may  legit- 
imately be  found,  developed,  or  created  therein. 
Evaluated  under  the  testimonial  paradigm,  the 
originahsm  claim  cannot  stand. 


In  drug  cases,  the  intriguing  issue  is  whether  the 
crime  lab  report — typically  stating  that  the  material 
seized  from  the  defendant  was  heroin  and  weighed 
over  a  particular  amount — is  barred  by  the 
Confrontation  Clause.  The  lab  report  is  a  formal 
statement  prepared  by  the  state  for  use  at  trial 
against  a  particular  defendant  and  is  clearly  testimo- 
nial. Under  Crawford,  therefore,  the  defendant 
would  seem  to  have  the  right  to  confront  the  lab 
technician,  not  just  the  report.  However,  prosecutors 
counter  this  claim  with  two  arguments,  an  historical 
argument  based  on  an  originalist  interpretation  of 
the  Constitution  Confrontation  Clause  and  a  policy 
argument  based  on  the  costs  and  delays  if  lab  tech- 
nicians had  to  testify  in  every  criminal  trial. 

Justice  Scalia  authored  the  Crawford  opinion,  and 
Justice  Scalia  (much  of  the  time)  is  an  originalist.  To 
Justice  Scalia  the  originalist,  what  the  Constitution 
meant  in  1791  is  what  it  means  today.  His  belief  in 
originalism  underlies  one  of  his  most  famous  quips, 
that  the  best  constitution  is  a  dead  constitution. 
However,  while  Crawford  is  originalist  in  its 
methodology,  its  originalism  was  not  necessary  to  its 
result,  and  six  Justices  (five  of  the  seven  who  joined 
the  opinion — Justices  Breyer,  Ginsburg,  Kennedy, 
Souter  and  Stevens  plus  Justice  O'Connor,  who 
joined  Chief  Justice  Rehnquist's  concurrence)  are 
notably  not  origtnahsts. 


This  result  will  have  practical  consequences.  Even 
where  there  are  no  serious  objections  to  the  lab 
report,  defendants  will  likely  insist  on  confronting 
the  lab  technician,  not  just  the  lab  report,  as  a  bar- 
gaining chip,  further  burdening  an  already  burdened 
system.  Noting  that  lab  personnel  and  funding  for 
lab  operations  are  limited,  prosecutors  argue  that 
the  costs  of  requiring  in-court  testimony  far  out- 
weigh any  benefits  to  be  gained.  While  their  obser- 
vation is  powerful  and  likely  correct,  it  is  better 
understood  as  a  policy  counter-proposal  than  a  con- 
stitutional argument,  for  it  is  quite  clear  that  practi- 
cality and  cost  can  not  trump  a  constitutional  right. 
Using  words  easily  adaptable  to  cost,  Justice  Scalia  in 
Crawford  pointedly  remarked,  "Dispensing  with 
confrontation  because  the  evidence  is  obviously  reli- 
able is  akin  to  dispensing  with  the  jury  trial  because 
the  defendant  is  obviously  guilty." 

These  practical  consequences  can  be  accepted,  as 
they  are  in  many  jurisdictions,  or  modified  through 
creative  adaptation.  Many  jurisdictions  with  heavy 
caseloads,  including  New  York  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  the  federal  system,  have  recognized 
the  right  to  cross-examine  the  lab  technician  for 
many  years,  and  it  has  not  been  the  end  of  the 
world.  Under  such  a  regime,  prosecutors  and 
defense  attorneys  reach  an  equilibrium  around  this 
different  modus  vivendi.  Alternatively,  states  could 


establish  new  procedures  that  significantly  reduce 
the  adverse  practical  consequences  and  provide  the 
opportunity  to  cross-examine  the  lab  technician 
prior  to  trial  in  administrative  hearings  at  the  crime 
labs.  Such  hearings  could  be  scheduled  for  adminis- 
trative convenience,  perhaps  one  day  every  two 
months,  and  the  lab  technicians  would  be  prepared 
to  testify  and  be  cross-examined  on  their  lab  work. 
For  scheduling  purposes,  the  defendant's  attorney 
would  have  to  notify  the  court  several  weeks  in 
advance  if  he  or  she  wished  to  examine  the  lab  tech- 
nician. Thus  deprived  of  the  ability  to  use  the  lab 
technician  issue  as  a  delaying  or  negotiating  tactic,  it 
is  unlikely  that  many  defendants  will  take  advantage 
of  this  administrative  opportunity  to  confront  the 
lab  technician.  If  they  do,  so  much  the  better,  and 
the  transcript  will  be  available  for  use  at  trial.  The 
devil,  of  course,  is  in  the  details,  and  there  are  issues 
of  waiver  and  unavailability  that  will  need  to  be 
addressed  (so  that  we  do  not  have  trials  by  deposi- 
tion), but  the  thoughtful  use  of  legal  doctrine  and 
creative  administration  should  provide  several  work- 
able solutions. 

The  Crawford  decision  challenges  judges  and 
lawryers  to  rethink  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  the 
Confrontation  Clause.  It  has  already  changed  many 
litigation  practices  and  has  cast  doubt  on  still  more. 
Four  hundred  years  after  Sir  Walter  Raleigh's  trial, 
we  are  still  struggling  to  get  it  right.  Sir  Walter  would 
be  proud.  ♦ 


1{F€^FT€R  HIS  COMVlCTfOH 


As  a  historical  note,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  lived  until 
1618,  and  his  post-conviction  life  (and  death)  are 
nearly  as  famous  as  his  trial.  Because  of  Raleigh's 
popularity  and  the  negative  reaction  to  his  convic- 
tion. King  James  stayed  his  execution  and  kept 
Raleigh  in  the  Tower  of  London  for  over  13  years, 
during  which  time  he  conducted  numerous  scien- 
tific experiments  and  published  his  History  of  the 
World.  King  James  I  later  freed  Raleigh  to  go  on 
a  South  American  expedition  to  discover  gold. 
The  trip  was  unsuccessful;  the  King  was  dis- 
pleased. In  part  to  appease  the  Spanish  ambas- 
sador and  in  part  to  assert  his  royal  authority, 
King  James  ordered  Raleigh  beheaded  in  1618. 
As  he  climbed  the  scaffolding,  Raleigh  is  said  to 
have  thrown  his  hat  to  a  bald  man,  tested  the  ax- 
blade  with  his  thumb,  declared,  "This  is  a  sharp 
medicine  but  it  is  a  physician  for  all  diseases," 
and  then  put  his  head  on  the  block.  When  the 
crowd  complained  that  he  was  facing  the  wrong 
direction,  that  he  needed  to  look  to  "the  east  of 
our  Lord's  arising,"  Raleigh  replied:  "So  the  heart 
be  right,  it  is  no  great  matter  which  way  the  head 
lyeth."  Then  to  the  executioner:  "Strike  man, 
strike!"  Raleigh's  life  and  times  are  the  subject  of 
two  recent  biographies.  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  by 
Raleigh  Trevelyan  and  My  Just  Desire,  by  Anna 
Beer,  a  biography  of  Raleigh's  wife  Elizabeth 
Throckmorton.

Peter  Adomeit,  Professor  of

Therefore,  operators  are  legally  liable  to  pro- 
vide the  same  degree  of  care  and  safety 
required  by  other  common  carriers  —  a  legal 
category  that  includes  planes,  trains,  elevators, 
and  ski  lifts.  He  was  quoted  in  the  Pittsburgh 
Tribune-Review  about  a  patent  lawsuit  involv- 
ing a  roller  coaster  brake  manufacturer.  Pro- 
fessor Childs  was  also  quoted  in  a  story  in 
Tourist  Attractions  &  Parks  magazine  regard- 
ing a  possible  trend  towards  more  criminal 
suits  being  brought  after  amusement  park 
accidents. 


EEric  Gouvin,  Associate  Dean, 
was  a  visiting  professor  at 
Vytautas  Magnus  University 
School  of  Law  in  Kaunas, 
Lithuania  at  the  end  of  May 
and  the  beginning  of  June

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Elizabeth  Rodriguez-Ross  2L  was  born 
and  raised  in  a  modest  home  on  Pine 
Street,  in  Springfield,  MA,  in  a  neigh- 
borhood that  had  begun  to  deteriorate  with 
drugs,  gangs,  and  violence.  "I  was  told  by  many 
teachers  via  their  assumptions  and  sometimes 
even  expressly  that  I  should  not  expect  to 
accomplish  very  much  in  life,"  she  remembers. 
By  the  age  of  20  she  was  in  a  failing  marriage 
with  a  young  daughter.  "In  contradiction  of 
everything  I  was  told  and  despite  my  setbacks, 
something  in  me  knew  that  I  could  and  would 
do  more,"  says  Elizabeth. 

Elizabeth  was  accepted  to  Mount  Holyoke 
College  in  the  Frances  Perkins  Program  for  non- 
traditional  students.  Many  times  she  questioned 
if  she  would  succeed.  "The  last  time  I  had  written 
any  type  of  educational  paper  had  been  over  10 
years  before,  in  a  school  that  never  prepared  me 
to  go  to  college.  My  motivation,  the  beacon  that 
showed  me  the  way,  was  my  children.  I  needed  to 
complete  college  and  I  needed  them  to  know  that 
college  was  a  part  of  their  future.  I  wanted  to  give 
them  a  model  of  persistence  and  of  accomplish- 
ment," she  says. 

While  at  Mount  Holyoke  College,  Elizabeth 
was  named  a  Gates  Millennium  Scholar  and 
received  a  Samuel  Huntington  Public  Service 
Fellowship.  Through  this  fellowship  she  estab- 
lished a  program  called  Volunteers  for  Justice  to 


address  the  need  for  legal  representation  for 
low-income  tenants  in  Hampden  County.  The 
program  trains  volunteers  to  help  families  facing 
eviction  proceedings  to  obtain  fairer  judgments. 
In  2004,  she  graduated  with  a  B.A.  in  Political 
Science  and  Spanish. 

Elizabeth  says  she  came  to  the  decision  to 
become  an  attorney  to  make  a  difference — for 
herself,  for  her  children,  and  for  those  who  do  not 
have  fair  access  to  the  legal  system.  "1  have  wit- 
nessed stabbings,  beatings,  gun  shots,  gang 
fights — all  firsthand.  I've  seen  how  in  the  name  of 
justice  families  get  torn  apart,  men  go  to  jail  for 
years,  and  their  families  fall  apart.  I  guess  in  some 
ways,  I  want  to  be  the  one  to  help.  Most  often 
these  families  didn't  have  the  money  to  get  a 
lawyer  or  the  lawyers  said  there  was  nothing  they 
could  do  for  them.  And  maybe  that  is  true,  but  1 
want  to  see  for  myself.  I  know  I  can  help,  I  know 
that  I  will  figure  it  out  and  people  will  come  to 
know  me  as  someone  who  can  help,"  she  says. 

When  she  attended  the  open  house  at  West- 
ern New  England  College  School  of  Law,  she 
says,  she  was  welcomed  by  everyone  and  chose  to 
come  here  because  of  the  sense  of  community 
and  support  she  felt.  "I  am  truly  impressed  with 
the  faculty  at  Western  New  England  College. 
Professor  Robert  Lusardi  and  Professors  Beth 
Cohen  and  Amy  Cohen  have  always  been  help- 
ful. I  spent  an  afternoon  with  Professor  Lusardi 
trying  to  understand  what  a  Summary  Judgment 
is  and  how  to  use  it  and  he  was  extremely  help- 
ful. In  fact,  this  past  summer  I  worked  with 
Attorney  Sanabria-Vega  and  drafted  a  Motion 
for  Summary  Judgment  and  won  my  case. 


All  thanks  to  Professor  Lusardi  and  a  little  thing 
called  claim  preclusion." 

Elizabeth  is  married  and  has  three  children, 
Natasha,  13,  Karina,  11,  and  Moses,  3.  How  does 
she  balance  the  roles  of  both  mother  and  stu- 
dent? "Well,  let's  just  say  I  am  very  fortunate  to 
have  a  village  helping  me  raise  my  family.  My 
parents  and  my  husband's  parents  are  an  integral 
part  of  my  education.  Every  Saturday  for  the 
month  before  exams  the  grandparents  took  turns 
watching  the  kids  so  that  I  could  study.  During 
the  school  year...  I  do  the  best  I  can,"  she  explains. 
During  the  weekdays  she  is  in  class  or  in  the 
library  studying.  "Then  when  I  get  home,  I  cook, 
eat  dinner  as  a  family,  read  stories,  help  with 
homework,  play  with  Moses,  and  then  kiss  every- 
one good  night  and  go  downstairs  to  my  bat  cave 
(a  room  in  the  basement)  and  study  for  at  least 
an  hour  more." 

For  the  past  nine  years  Elizabeth  has  been 
singing  in  the  Church  Choir,  Renacer,  at  Our  Lady 
of  Guadalupe.  She  loves  to  play  tennis  and  is  an 
avid  runner.  Last  year  she  and  her  husband,  Daniel, 
competed  in  the  Kona  Marathon  in  Hawaii. 

As  for  her  future  in  law,  "I  am  really  interested 
in  Immigration  Law  and  really  believe  it  is  what  I 
am  meant  to  do.  With  immigration  laws  getting 
tighter  and  tighter,  families  fear  they  can  never 
come  to  the  U.S.  to  make  a  life,  free  from  political 
oppression  and  poverty.  I  hope  I  can  learn  how  to 
make  those  dreams  possible,"  she  says. 

"My  goal  is  to  be  a  wonderful  mother,  to  teach 
my  children  to  be  fair  and  conscious  of  the 
inequities  there  are  in  life,  and  to  give  my 
children  a  model  they  can  look  up  to."  ♦

ONCE  AGAIN  IN  THREE  DECADES  OF  TEACHING,  FREDERICK  D.  ROYAL  WAS  NAMED  PROFESSOR  OF 
THE  YEAR  BY  THE  STUDENTS  OF  THE  WESTERN  NEW  ENGLAND  COLLEGE  SCHOOL  OF  LAW  FOR  HIS 
UNWAVERING  DEVOTION  TO  STUDENTS,  THE  SCHOOL,  AND  THE  LAW. 


He  was  awarded  the  Catherine  J.  Jones 
Excellence  in  Teaching  Award  by  the  Stu- 
dent Bar  Association  at  the  School  of  Law 
Dean's  Tea  awards  ceremony  this  spring. 
Students  nominate  winners  of  this  presti- 
gious honor  for  their  outstanding  contri- 
butions as  educators  and  advisors. 

"1  felt  flattered  and  honored  to  be 
chosen  by  the  students,"  Royal  said.  "The 
first  time  I  received  the  award  was  in 
1979  when  I  was  much  closer  in  age  to 
the  students  than  I  am  now.  Receiving 
this  award  now  makes  me  feel  that  I  was 
able  to  adapt  my  courses  as  the  student 
body  changed  and  that  I'm  still  making  a 
connection  with  them." 


Professor  Eric  Gouvin,  Associate  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Law  and  the  2003  Pro- 
fessor of  the  Year,  said  many  students  did 
not  know  they  had  an  interest  in  tax  law 
until  they  took  a  course  with  Royal. 

"Fred  has  the  rare  ability  to  make 
a  complicated  and  technical  subject  like 
tax  law  come  alive  for  his  students," 
Gouvin  said. 

Professor  Royal  is  the  force  behind  the 
new  LL.M.  in  Estate  Planning  and  Elder 
Law  that  was  launched  this  fall.  He  also 
serves  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Corporation  for  Public  Management  in 
Springfield.  The  nonprofit  agency  and  its

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What's  In  a  Name? 

New  Donor  Rocogoitioo  SocieOes 

he  School  of  Law  has  renamed  its  donor  recognition  societies  for  FY2005-2006  to 
reflect  the  strong  tradition  of  legal  education  that  has  been  established.  The  following 
individuals  were  chosen  as  names  for  the  societies  because  of  their  contributions  to 
the  law  and  their  connection  with  New  England  and  the  tradition  of  Western  New 
England  College  School  of  Law.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  Jr.  was  born  in  Massachusetts 
and  served  30  years  on  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  He  may  be  best  remembered 
as  the  author  of  Common  Law,  and  his  illustration  of  First  Amendment  restriction 
arguing  that  no  one  has  a  constitutional  right  to  shout  "Fire!"  in  a  crowded  theater  when  no  fire  is 
present,  for  such  action  would  pose  a  "clear  and  present  danger"  to  public  safety.  John  Adams,  the  sec- 
ond President  of  the  United  States  was  also  a  Massachusetts  native.  He  practiced  law  in  the  Boston 
area  and  defended  Captain  Thomas  Preston,  who  was  in  charge  of  the 
British  soldiers  charged  in  the  infamous  Boston  Massacre  of  1770.  His 
work  on  the  drafting  of  both  the  Massachusetts  and  United  States  Con- 
stitution is  legendary.  Daniel  Webster  was  a  New  Englander  and  a  U.S. 
Representative  for  both  New  Hampshire  and  Massachusetts.  Webster 
represented  Dartmouth  College  before  the  U.S.  Supreme  Court  in  1819, 
marking  an  important  decision  in  favor  of  the  educational  freedom  of 
private  institutions  existing  in  American  jurisprudence. 

To  echo  Dean  Gaudio  and  President  Caprio,  I  want  to  thank  the 
alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  School  of  Law  who  contributed  finan- 
cially this  past  year.  We  continue  to  increase  the  overall  amount  of 
money  raised  for  the  Law  School  Fund.  This  year,  we  are  setting  our 
sights  on  $150,000  and  909  law  alumni  donors  of  our  6,045  alumni  of 
record.  Last  year  we  had  another  great  year  for  gifts  and  pledges  to  the 
School  of  Law.  A  list  of  the  men  and  women  who  have  made  generous 
financial  contributions  to  the  School  of  Law  is  featured  in  this  magazine. 
The  School  of  Law  Alumni  and  our  many  other  benefactors  made 
$211,148  in  contributions  during  fiscal  year  2005  (July  I,  2004  -  June  30, 
2005).  This  fiscal  year,  which  began  on  July  1,  2005,  we  are  again  asking 
for  as  many  of  you  to  make  a  financial  contribution  to  the  School  of  Law 
as  possible.

^    me,"  Blum  says.  "I  had  clerked  in  four  law 
firms  in  different  areas  of  the  law  and 
did  not  find  anything  that  interested 
ne — I  did  not  find  my  calling." 
But  a  law  degree  has  proven  to 
be  a  valuable  asset  to  his  work  at 
Yum!  Brands.  In  his  position, 
Blum  oversees  the  company's 
global  communications, 
government  and  commu- 
nity affairs,  and  diver- 
sity and  philanthropic 
initiatives,  and  his 
education  allows 


him  to  "speak  the  same  language"  in  his  regular  dealings  with  attorneys.  "I 
interact  with  our  legal  team  every  day.  We  deal  with  a  host  of  legal  issues  from 
employment  to  environmental  concerns. " 

"My  legal  training  has  helped  me  considerably  in  my  career,"  Blum  says. 
"The  analytical  aspect  of  the  law  has  been  very  beneficial.  I  apply  that  skill 
every  day  in  the  corporate  world." 

His  circuitous  route  to  his  current  position  can  also  be  traced  back  to  the 
advice  he  received  from  his  mentor,  President  Carter's  Director  of  Advance 
and  Scheduling,  Bob  Dunn. 

"He  advised  me  to  take  the  background  I  had  to  that  point,  combine  it 
with  a  law  degree,  and  consider  public  affairs,  which  relies  heavily  on  law 
and  governmental  understanding,"  Blum  notes. 

It  was  not  just  the  advice  and  mentoring  he  received  from  high-ranking 
government  officials  that  helped  shape  Blum's  highly  successful  and  illus- 
trious career.  He  credits  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Law  with  giving  him 
the  essential  skills  necessary  to  succeed  in  the  corporate  world. 

"The  people  I  remember  most  vividly  are  professors  Sam  Stonefield, 
Leora  Harpaz,  and  Dennis  Binder.  Professor  Binder  was  tough  on  first- 
year  students,  yet  I  found  his  style  to  be  very  engaging  in  a  way  that 
made  me  want  to  do  well.  Professor  Bernie  Schoenfield  also  opened  my 
eyes  to  international  law.  He  taught  me  how  differently  things  are  done 
overseas,  which  are  oftentimes  more  practical  than  how  they  are  done 
in  the  United  States." 

That  lesson  would  prove  crucial  in  the  years  that  followed.  f 

Before  joining  Taco  Bell  in  1993,  Blum  served  as  Asia-Pacific  ; 
Regional  Director  for  Ogiivy  &  Mather  Public  Affairs.  He  was  also 
Managing  Director  of  Ogiivy  &  Mather's  public  affairs  offices  in 
Chicago,  Singapore,  Hong  Kong,  and  China. 

While  in  China,  PepsiCo,  which  owned  Taco  Bell,  offered  Blum  a 
position  as  Vice  President  of  Public  Affairs,  and  he  and  his  family 
moved  to  Irvine,  CA.  YUM!  Brands  was  then  conceived,  and  Blum 
relocated  once  again,  this  time  to  Louisville,  KY.  "I  was  offered 
the  job  over  dinner  at  a  Pizza  Hut,"  Blum  says.

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n  a  ceremony  attended  by  his  wife,  Louisa, 
current  and  former  students,  College  President 
Anthony  Caprio,  faculty,  and  staff.  Dean  Gaudio 
recognized  and  praised  Professor  Bouchard's  32 
years  of  teaching  and  service  at  the  Law  School. 
Noting  that  he  had  ably  served  under  six  law  school  deans 
and  four  college  presidents.  Dean  Gaudio  observed  that 
Professor  Bouchard  always  retained  the  ability  to  inspire 
and  challenge  students  and  faculty  alike. 

After  teaching  at  Marquette  University  Law  School  in 
Milwaukee,  Wl,  Professor  Bouchard  returned  to  his  native 
New  England  in  1973,  to  begin  teaching  the  inaugural 
class  of  the  newly  full-time  (and  as  yet-unaccredited) 
Western  New  England  College  School  of  Law,  temporarily 
located  in  the  former  Our  Lady  of  Lourdes  House  of 
the  Good  Shepherd  on  Tinkham  Road  in  Springfield.  Pro- 
fessor Bouchard  recalls  that,  while  the  building  was 
"unconventional,"  there  was  "a  tremendous  optimism  and 
a  can-do  spirit"  and  "a  great  camaraderie  between  the 
students,  faculty,  and  staff."  That  spirit  and  optimism 
led  to  the  provisional  ABA  accreditation  in  1974,  full 


accreditation  in  1978,  and  membership  in  the  American 
Association  of  Law  Schools  (AALS)  in  198L 

Professor  Bouchard  was  extremely  active  in  the  early 
years  of  the  Law  School.  He  chaired  the  Personnel,  Pro- 
motion, and  Tenure  Committees  and  helped  to  draft  the 
initial  promotion  and  tenure  standards.  Because  the  initial 
faculty  was  small,  he  taught  a  broad  range  of  courses, 
including  Contracts,  Torts,  Civil  Procedure,  Trial  Practice, 
and  Products  Liability.  He  served  as  the  liaison  between 
the  Law  School  and  the  Hampden  County  Bar  Association 
and  helped  to  establish  the  original  clinical  programs  with 
the  District  Attorney's  Office,  Western  Massachusetts 
Legal  Services,  and  the  City  of  Springfield.  Working  with 
then-Housing  Court  Judge  John  Greaney,  now  a  Justice  of 
the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  he  established 
a  Housing  Clinic  where  students  tried  cases  in  front  of, 
and  then  received  critiques  from.  Judge  Greaney. 

Professor  Bouchard  developed  other  programs  as  well. 
With  former  Dean  Donald  Dunn  '83,  then  the  Director  of 
the  Law  Library,  he  established  an  Appellate  Practice  Legal 
Writing  Course.  Students  working  with  him  wrote  an

On  August  31,  2005,  an  educational  era  came  to  a  close 
with  the  retirement  of  Professor  Philip  W.  Bouchard. 
Now  a  Professor  Emeritus  of  Law,  he  is 
the  last  member  of  the  group  of  faculty 
and  administrators  that  established 


Western  New  England  College  School 
of  Law  as  a  full-time  law  school  in  1973. 


amicus  curiae  brief  on  behalf  of  MADD 
(Mothers  against  Drunk  Drivers)  in  a 
precedent-setting  case,  Irwin  v.  Ware,  in 
the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court.  He  supervised  law  students 
teaching  "street  law"  to  ninth  graders 
in  social  science  classes  throughout  the 
Springfield  Public  Schools  and  initiated 
a  "Law  Day"  program  in  which  law 
students  conducted  a  mock  trial  for 
high  school  students. 

Professor  Bouchard  loved  the  class- 
room and  his  students,  and  they 
responded  warmly  and  enthusiastically 
to  his  lively  classroom  performances 
and  his  kindness  and  humor.  To  help 
his  students  remain  technologically  up- 
to-date.  Professor  Bouchard  was  an 
early  user  of  electronic  casebooks  and 
the  TWEN  (The  West  Educational  Net- 
work) system  in  his  classes.  He  also 


helped  to  start,  and  was  the  first  faculty 
adviser  of,  the  Computer  Law  Society. 

Professor  Bouchard  graduated  from 
Boston  University  and  its  Law  School, 
where  he  was  a  member  of  its  Law 
Review.  Prior  to  law  school,  he  served 
in  the  United  States  Air  Force,  where  he 
was  trained  as  a  pilot.  After  graduation, 
he  practiced  as  a  trial  attorney 
in  Boston,  as  an  Assistant  Attorney 
General  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  and  as  the  Legal  Advisor 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Mental  Health. 

Professor  Bouchard  will  be  remem- 
bered for  being  "fast  on  his  feet"  whether 
in  the  courtroom,  in  the  classroom,  or 
on  the  squash  court.  He  loves  the  law; 
teaching  it  was  his  passion.  His  knowl- 
edge and  passion  live  on  in  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  the  many  students  whose 
careers  he  inspired.  ♦

Institute  for  Legislative  and 
Governmental  Affairs  Summary 
of  Programs  Spring  2005 


THE  INSTITUTE  FOR  LEGISLATIVE 
AND  GOVERNMENTAL  AFFAIRS 
sponsored  several  important  programs 
during  the  spring  semester.  It  hosted  a  seminar 
on  tax  reform  featuring  Congressman  Richard  E. 
Neal.  Additionally,  the  State  Commission  explor- 
ing the  adequacy  of  legal  services  to  indigent 
defendants  held  its  final  hearing  at  the  Law 
School  (see  article  in  Perspectives,  Spring  2005). 
Further,  the  Massachusetts  Appeals  Court  con- 
ducted its  semi-annual  sitting.  In  addition  to  sev- 
eral well-attended  CLE  sessions,  the  Institute 
hosted  two  students  from  Siena  College  for  the 
seventh  annual  summer  internship  program. 


Tax  Reform  Speak  Out 

Congressman  Neal  was  the  keynote  speaker  at  the  "Tax  Reform 
Speak  Out,"  urging  amendments  to  the  internal  revenue  code 
that  would  make  the  federal  income  tax  system  fairer  to  the 
middle  class.  Among  other  changes,  he  would  eliminate  the 
alternative  minimum  tax.  Professor  Ned  Schwartz  argued  for  a 
"flat  tax"  on  the  sale  of  consumer  goods,  coupled  with  repeal 
of  the  income  tax.  Attorney  Paul  Mancinone  '92  and  Professor 
William  Baker  concluded  the  program  with  comments  on  tax 
reform  in  general,  including  observations  that  a  flat  tax  would 
not  be  viable. 


Massachusetts  Appeals  Court  Sitting 

At  its  semi-annual  sitting  at  the  Law  School,  Judges  Mel 
Greenberg,  Kent  Smith,  and  Andre  Gelinas  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Appeals  Court  heard  six  cases.  The  civil  appeals  included 
issues  relating  to  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code  and  child  sup- 
port in  divorce  proceedings.  The  criminal  appeals  included 
questions  about  search  and  seizure,  sufficiency  of  the  evi- 
dence, and  competence  of  counsel.  ♦ 


Siena  College  Summer  Interns 

The  Law  School  is  one  of  three  sites  for  a  special  internship  program  created 
by  Dr.  Leonard  Cutler  of  Siena  College.  Each  summer  two  Siena  students 
reside  on  campus  to  participate  in  a  one-of-a-kind  program  in  legislative 
research  and  drafting,  a  collaboration  between  the  office  of  State  Representa- 
tive Gale  Candaras  '82  and  the  Legislative  Institute. 

The  eight-week  program  has  developed  into  one  of  the  most  popular  sum- 
mer internship  programs  offered  at  Siena.  Dr  Cutler,  the  Siena  pre-law  advi- 
sor and  director  of  the  internship  program,  has  referred  to  the  Western  New 
England  College  program  as  "unique."  He  has  reported  that  competition  for 
the  Institute's  legislative  internship  is  keen  among  seniors,  who  may  also 
chose  internships  at  other  law  schools  in  the  Northeast.  Working  under  the 
supervision  of  Institute  Director  Arthur  Wolf,  the  Siena  interns  conduct 
research  on  their  choice  of  current  legislative  problems.  This  summer's  Siena 
interns,  Kelly  Pressler  and  Brian  Sterling,  chose  to  work  on  death  penalty  and 
redistricting  legislation. 

The  interns  also  accompanied  Representative  Candaras  to  the  State  House 
where  they  undertook  primary  research  and  met  with  experts  on  their  topics, 
including  legislators,  policy  analysts,  legal  staff,  and  advocates.  The  interns 
then  prepared  a  legal  and  policy  memorandum,  together  with  draft  legislation. 


Candaras  said  the  students  are  instructed  on  the  technical  aspects  of  legisla- 
tive research  and  drafting.  "When  the  summer  began,  I  honestly  did  not  know 
where  they  would  come  out  on  their  topics  of  redistricting  and  reinstating  the 
death  penalty.  We  certainly  had  extensive  discussions  about  these  issues. 
Kelly  and  Brian  are  bright,  energetic,  and  hard  working.  They  would  make  fine 
attorneys  and  legislators,"  Candaras  concluded.

"We  play  out  all  of  our  most  significant 
battles  in  this  country— moral,  ideological, 
and  political  battles— in  the  courts.

This  is  not  a 
business,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  it  is  a  pro- 
fession, and  must  remain  so  if  those  bat- 
tles are  to  be  meaningful  battles."

fession," including  commitment  to  public 
service  and  public  education. 

"You  are  embarking  on  another  year  of 
your  life's  work,"  Greco  told  the  students. 
"The  legal  profession  can  give  you  fulfill- 
ment and  satisfaction.  You  can  influence 
people  and  the  direction  of  the  country.  Many  of  you  will  enjoy  power 
and  financial  freedom,  but  if  that  is  all  you  seek,  you  will  not  find 
meaning  and  joy  in  your 
profession." 

He  also  spoke  passion- 
ately about  the  importance 
of  the  legal  profession  and 
an  independent  judiciary 
in  protecting  individual 
rights  and  our  democratic 
government.  During  his  address,  Greco  announced  the  establishment 
of  a  commission  on  Civic  Education  and  the  Separation  of  Powers, 
cochaired  by  Supreme  Court  Justice  Sandra  Day  O'Connor  and  former 
Sen.  Bill  Bradley,  to  lead  efforts  to  educate  the  public  about  the  impor- 
tance of  the  rule  of  law.

Most  memorable  faculty  member  and  why: 

Amy  Cohen.  Professor  Cohen  is  the  most  intelli- 
gent, articulate,  and  challenging  educator  I  have 
ever  experienced.  She  superbly  balances  show- 
ing genuine  concern  and  respect  for  students 
with  redirecting  those  who  might  be  off-track  at 
times.  Fred  Royal  is  a  close  second! 

You  worked  on  the  Tyco  and  WorldCom  cases. 
Briefly  discuss  what  you  did  as  a  member  of 
the  defense  team:  I  reviewed  discovery  (a  LOT 
of  discovery),  drafted  portions  of  motions, 
attended  client  and  team  strategy  meetings,  pre- 
pared "issue  binders"  based  on  various  factual 
themes,  and  participated  in  the  day-to-day  prepa- 
ration in  both  trials.
